All Strength and Energy Should 
be Used for God and 
His Church. 


Don’t Put it off Another Day. 











They went back to their fishing 
business a time or two, but Je- 
sus persuaded them away, and 
after a while He got them so 
thoroughly broken loose from 
their old trade that they never 
went back any more. 


Years ago a friend and inti- 
mate associate of mine was 
plowing corn in the field with a 
one horse plow. One day he 
became so thoroughly con- 
vinced that the Lord was calling 
him to preach that he decided 
to quit plowing and go to 
preaching. He never went back 
to the plow any more. He said, 
“Some body else can plow old 
Bet that is not called to preach.” 
And that is the logical conclu- 
sion. There was nothing wrong 
with the plowing—it was hon- 
est work and had to be done, 
but some one else could plow 
that could not preach. 


This same analogy is true to- 
day and I feel it should be given 
deep consideration. There is 
evidently a great waste some- 
where, and it is surely time that 
the baskets should be sent 
around to gather up the frag- 
ments that nothing be lost. I} 
am fully convinced that much 
strength and energy is ex- 
pended in a way that is wasted. 
One is capable of only a_ cer- 
tain amount of labor. His en- 
ergy is limited, though he may 
have an abundance of it. But 
what would it be if all this en- 
ergy and strength could be put 
into the Church of God and the 
salvation of souls? 


I was taught from childhood 
to be saving. Mother would 
not let anything go to waste. 
She would save the pins, she 
would save the old iron, she 
would save the sugar and make 
it go as far as possible, she was 
careful about the wood for the 
fire and used the chips to make 
the wood go further. Every- 
thing had to be picked up and 
saved. 


A gentleman and his little son 
were walking along the road 
and the father saw a piece of a 
horseshoe lying in the dust and 
told his son to pick it up and 
save it. The son replied that 
it was worthless and he did not 
want to pick up and carry, any- 
thing that was worthless. With- 
out saying anything more to the 
boy the father stooped down 
and picked up the piece of iron 
and took it and sold it and with 
the money purchased some 
cherries. As the two continued 
their walk the father kept in 
front of the boy and every few 
steps he dropped a cherry and 
the boy stooped down and 
picked it up and ate it. When 
the cherries were all gone the 
father stopped and looked at 
the boy and said, “That piece 
of horseshoe was not worth 
stooping down and picking up, 
but you have stooped down 
more than a dozen times to 
pick up the cherries that were 
purchased with the money for 
which the iron was sold.” This 
was the foundation for a nice 
little lecture to the boy en sav- 
ing and economy. The boy 
took his lesson and grew up to 
be saving and careful in his 
business and thus made a suc- 
cess in life. 


When Jesus had _ stretched 
out a few loaves of bread and 
two small fishes to make them 
feed the five thousand people 
out there on the banks of Gali- 
lee He was very careful to have 
His disciples pick up the frag- 
ments and thus they had twelve 
baskets full left. One might 
think that as Jesus had the pow- 
er to increase the bread and 
fish there would be no need of 
saving any of what was left, but 
right there He gave a lasting 
lesson on saving. “That noth- 
ing be lost,” He said. When 
the four thousand were fed, 
there were seven baskets full 
of fragments taken up and 
saved. . 


There is nothing said in 
history about Peter and John 
going back to their fishing nets 
after the day of pentecost when 
they were baptized with the Ho- 
ly Ghost and fire. Peter had a 
family to support and John had 
the mother of Jesus to support 
if no more and yet they kept 
right on fishing for men. There 
was no going back to the old 
trade. And not a word of com- 
plaint about hard living. The 
record is silent on this subject. 
I have often wondered how they 
got along about supporting 
their families and their other 
expenses. It seems that they 
had no trouble about this mat- 
ter like we have today. This 
is one of the first things to con- 
sider with many. I do not 
think it should be, but there is 
no use trying to dodge the ques- 
tion. But there are a few hum- 
ble followers of the lowly Naza- 
rene that would suffer for the, 
comforts and necessities of life 
before they would deviate from: 
the apostolic path. I believe 
they would go hungry before 
they would complain or ask 
anyone for help. And I do not 
know how much it would take 
to get them to turn back to 
secular work again. They are 
determined to put all their en- 
ergy into the work of the Mas- 
ter. 


Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners, and it is not His 
will that any should be lost. In- 
deed He is the Saviour of men. 
He came to seek and to save 
that which was lost. A life 
that is lived in this world with- 
out His salvation is wasted. It 
is a waste of souls for them to 
be eternally lost. To live a life 
in this world without serving 
the Master is a waste of time— 
a waste of strength. And to 
serve Him a part of the time 
and serve the world the bal- 

. ance of the time is part of the 
time wasted, for surely the ser- 
vice of God is worth far more 
than serving the world. 


I do not mean to say that a 
person is not serving the Lord 
when he is engaged in business 
pursuits. That is a good ser- 
vice and a good way to serve 
the Lord. Every body should 
be active and do their best in 
whatever avocation they follow, 
but it is usually better for a 
man that is gifted in the min- 
istry to spend his energy in that 
way. All strength and energy 
should be used for God and His 
Church in some way, but the 
ministers should give them- 


There was nothing dishonor- 
able in the fishing business, but 
when Jesus wanted His disciples 
He wanted them to leave off 
their fishing business entirely 
and go with Him. It was prob- 
ably necessary for the fishing 
business to continue, but others 
could fish who could not do 
what He wanted them to do.

And why not have a ministry 
like the Levites of old who have 
nothing else to do or think 
about but the one thing? Why 
can’t they move over into the 
sixth chapter of Matthew and 
make their home there? Seek 
first His kingdom and trust the 
Lord for “these things’ to be 
added. 


I dco not know how much 
longer the Lord is going to let 
us go on and spend so much of 
our time in other things when 
it is our business to spend our 
time in the ministry of the 
Word and prayer. I have often 
wondered why some one could 
not be found to manage the 
publishing house so I could 
spend more of my time in the 
ministry, but this business is not 
like other business. I would not 
engage in business outside of 
the Church at all, and I don’t 
see how others do, but some of 
them do and seem to get along 
very well in their experience, 
but, oh, how my heart yearns 
for them to devote all their 
time and energy to the Lord’s 
work. It seems that many do 
not see things as I do, if they 
did I’m sure they would have no 
other business but serving the 
Church. Doubtless most of 
them who engage in other work 
feel that they have to do it to 
make a support for their fami- 
lies, but I believe the Lord 
would manage for them if they 
would seek first the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness. 


I have no serious objections 
to some patterning after Paul 
and work and preach, too, if 
they must, but, really, since 
these are the last days and the 
time is so short for work I feel 
that all strength and energy 
that the 106 Bishops have 
should be used for God and His 
Church without any reserve. 
I have been wondering what I 
can do or what I can say to have 
it so. I would love to have 
these 106 men full of the John 
the Baptist and Elijah spirit so 
support would scarcely be 
thought of. I believe some of 
them are that way, but I want 
them all that way. 


There is nothing said in the 
Bible as to whether John and 
Elijah had families to support 
or not, but whether they did or 
did not they stuck to their job 
ag preachers and trusted God 
for their support.

one cent for every year old. The 
; Superintendents are expected 
to explain this to their respee- 
tive schools and give a few 
moments time each Sunday for 
this collection. 
From the Assembly comes 
another recommendation to the 
Sunday school superintendents. 
This time it is to encourage the 
children to help in the Foreign 
Mission offerings, and as_ the 
mission offerings are taken on 
the Second Sunday of every 
month I think we had as well 
include the Home Mission col 
lection in this special drive also, 
and this will make it come 
around every month instead of 
every other month. One month 
Foreign Mission and the next 
month Home Mission. The As- 
sembly advises the Sunday 
school to “have a_ special 
march on the day the Mission- 
ary offering is to be taken, with 
suitable songs and_ exercises, 
and that the children be taught 
to give to this cause.” As they 
march around the Sunday 
school room each one is to drop 
into the box or basket a piece 
of money. The Sunday school 
secretary can arrange the box 
at a suitable place where the 
entire school will pass by. With 
the usual Sunday school enthu- 
siasm this exercise can be made 
inspiring and delightful to every 
one in school. The parents 
should see that their children 
all have a piece of money to 
drop into the box on that day.

| wonder how many souls are be- 


ing lost now because many of 
the ministers are engaged in 
business or working for wages. 
I wonder who is responsible for 
this condition,, and I wonder 
who will be held accountable 
at the judgment. I am afraid 
to hold anything back. I won- 
der if others feel the weight of 
the ministry. Probably not 
many can realize what it means 
for the ministers to be tied up 
in business. They do not think 
of souls plunging into hell on 
account of it, and they do not 
feel that they are the cause of 
this great waste of souls by 
holding back their tithes and 
offerings which keeps the min- 
isters bound under a weight of 
business or doing servile work 
for wages when they should be 
free to do nothing but wait on 
their ministering. 


In considering this subject it 
becomes extremely serious to 
me. I’m afraid we are not half 
awake. I am afraid we do not 
know the worth of a soul. I’m 
afraid we are not keeping our 
ministers on the field like we 
should. Some of them may 
not be persistent enough—they 
may not feel the “woe me” as 
strong as Paul did,’ or they 
would not let a _ shortage of 
means put them into  busi- 
ness or working for wages, 
but those who are not 
preachers may be falling short 
in their offerings for their sup- 
port. 


I wish there was some way 
to measure the value of a soul. 
If this could be done, and peo- 
ple made to know it, there 
would not be such a_ great 
waste of time and energy in 
doing other things, but the min- 
isters would do their utmost to 
use all their strength and _ en- 
regy for God and His Church, 
and the salvation of lost souls. 
Oh, that the ministers would 
rise up with one accord and de- 
clare that they will not put it 
off another day, but that they 
will use all their strength, time 
and energy for God and His 
Church whether they are full 
or hungry, well clothed or 
wearing tattered garments. I 
want to sound the alarm-—don’t 
put it off another day, but do 
your ministerial duties no mat- 
ter what the cost may be, or 
the sacrifices it may take. 


I wish you could see George 
Whitefield with his Bible in one 
hand and his face buried in the 
other weeping over lost souls. 
He felt the weight and worth 
of the lost. As a result he led 
souls to Christ by the multi- 
tudes. Although he died in 
1770, at the early age of fifty- 
six, his memory is dear to those 
who read of his work. Having 
read the story of his life and 
work in my early ministry, I’m 
sure he has been worth much 
to me. Though he is dead he 
yet speaketh. Oh, that our 
ministers might follow his ex- 
ample of weeping and praying 
over lost souls, and leading 
them to the Savior. 


I never knew of a_ minister 
having much success as a soul 
saver who was having to earn 
his support by his business or 
daily earnings. Most all the suc- 
cessful soul winners have been 
those who gave their time to 
prayer and the ministry of the 
Word and put all their strength 
and energies into that special 
work. This is what counts. I 
may never be on the field as a 
preacher again, but I find some 
comfort in doing my bést to en- 
courage those who are, to 
spend much time in prayer, and 
refrain from entanglements 
that may cause even one soul 
to be lost, because of not be- 
ing able to put all their strength 
and energy into the service.
